THE GERMANS, . 


The Germans are to be looked upon as the 
greatest European contributors to the next 
exhibition. Self-exciudea from Paris they 
will seek to make up forthelrabsence. All 
that Germany can do will be shown. 
Already the inquiries and applications made 
from that country to Consul Franklin, Amert- 
van Commissioner at Paris, and to Ministers 
and Consuls of the United States in Getmany 
end Eagiand for infofmation and space are 
overwhelming. The Germans are determined 
to have their revenge for their exclusion from 
Parise. The Austrians, Hungarians and 
Tealians also manifesta deep interest in the 
American exhibition. 


ENGLAND AND HER COLONIES. 


The Euglish people suspend action until 
they are assured where the fair shall be held. 
Once that question is settled they may be ex- 
pected to make a epiendid display, far excel- 
ling that which they have made at Paris. No 
political feeling will interfere with them, as 
in the French celebration of the French 
revolution, in which they perforee felt little 
Sympathy. Not only from Great Britain, but 
from Scotland and the ‘[ritish colonies, es- 
pecially those in Australia and the West 
Indies, l!neral support may be looked for. 

Rusela’s traditional triendsnip will lead her 
to outdo herself. The expressions of the 
Petersburg and Moscow prese are favorable to 
the proposed fair. — 

The nations of the Far East may be depend- 
ed upon for brilliant displays. Japan is al- 
ready preparing. Chiuea will not be far be- 
hind, sithough recent diplomatic differences 
may interfere. 


WHAT FRANCE WILL DO.

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BOULANGER DOOMED. 


To-Day’s Ballot Will Only Emphasize His

ARIS, Oct. 6.—The 
chief interest in to- 
morrow’s ballot is 
the positions of the 
Royalists and Boul- 
angists. In nearly 
all the districts only 
two candidates are 
in the field—Repob- 
lican on one side 
and Boulangists on 
the other. The aotna- 
al result of this far- 
’ ther appeal to the 
country is a foregone conciusion. Boulan- 
ger will be squelched. The strength of the 
Republic will be assured. If the result is 
as expected the Government will adopt 
very severe measures with any attempt on the 
part of the Boulangiste to show their hands.

Ceart of Criminal Appeal—Serious Charge 
Agaiust an Earil—Netes. 


Special Cablegram to the Poét-Dispatch. 
ONDON, Oct. 
5.— The ques- 
tion of estab- 
lishing a court 
of criminal ap- 
peal,which was 
raised during 
the Maybrick 
agitation, will 
be brought be- 
fore ber Majes- 
ty’s Ministers at 
the Cabinet 
councils to be 
= 16010 next 
month. The constitution of such a court has 
been sketched by Lord Fitzgerald, and his 
proposals will be carefully considered by the 
Government, He suggests that the court 
should pot be a varying one, but should con- 
sist of seven Judges, nominated by the 
Crown for lite or until resignation. 
Inthe case of a conviction and sentence of 
death the Judges should be bound, unless ab- 
solutely prevented, to attend the court 
within seven days after such sentence, and in 
other eases at any time fixed by the President 
of the court. Five Judges would form «a 
quorum, and the appeal should be as 
large as possible—on law, facts and sentence— 
with the largest discretionary power as 
to any means by which, in the opinion of the 
court, it could be assisted to arrive at a right, 
juet and merciful conclusion. Lord Fitz- 
gerald further thinks that the consideration 
of mercy arising from particular circum- 
stances, as for example, youth and ex- 
treme sickness, should not be excluded 
trom the purview of the court. The 
decision of tbe tribunal should got necesba- 
rily be final, if after new facts should arise or 
could be brought forward and the prerogative 
of merey in the Crown, to be exercised be- 
yond and above the power of the court, 
would not be taken away.

SaN FRANCI800, Oct. 5.--Advices received 
from Japan this morning state, according to 
the latest reports published in the Asaka 
Asahi Shamdun, that 288 houses have beeu de- 
stroyed and 217 persons killed or drowned” by 
the floods at Totutsakava. Several thousand 
people are destitute of food. A telegram 
from the Chief Poliee Inspector of the 
Wakayfama Prefecture, dated August 30, an- 
noupeed that 1,709 persons were drowned 
by the late floods, 122 crushed to death, 143 
injured severely, 5,48 houses swept sway 
and demolished, 26,886 buildings submerged 
and many bridges and embankments dam- 
aged. 

The Tokio Koron, under date of September 
II, states that on the afternoon of September 
II, at the dockyard of Tokio, one of the boil- 
érs of the steamer Yeija Maru exploded, kill- 
ing eight engineers and a freman and blowing 
up the vessel.

The Civil Service Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 5.—Civil Service 
Commissioner Lyman was seen to-day by a 
representative of the Associated Press and 
was asked if he had anything to say 


concerning the publication in this 
morning’s Washington Post. He replied that 
his preference was forathorough investiga- 
tlon by a competent tribunal rather than any 
explanation or defense in the newspapers, 
and that he sincerely hoped that such an in- 
vestigation would be had. In the meantime, 
however. and 2 such an investigation, 
he would say that the statement that the set 
of papers given out by Mr. 8 
bell were current papers given out in 
advance of an examination, is untrue. They 
were papers, he said, that had been pre- 
viously used and had become obsolete, such 
as the Commission now publishes to the 
world in its annual reports. As soon, he 
said, as the investigations made at the time 
by the Commussion developed the fact of 
Mr. Campbell’s connection with the trans- 
action, he saw the 1 of his taking 
part in it,and said so Commissioner Oberly, 
who concurred with him, and he thereupon 
left it to be completed by him, requesting that 
he get at the bottom facts.

often do a great deal of harm. Wheaten foo 
or cereals taken to the exclusion of all else is 
very injurious to the brain aud nervous sys- 
tem. Itis unwise for anybody to live on 
cereal diet to the exclusion of animal diet. 

It Americans wegld live more quietly, 
would not be insucha constant state of rash 
and excitewent,and would eat more food that 
contained some nourishment rather thun lv- 
ingon fancy dishes, there would be a great 
deal less nervousness, insomnia and general 
nervous disorders.than there are at the pres- 
ont day. This nervousness has only come on 
of late years comparatively, and it is caused 
by the whirl of excitement in which 
Americans, and especially inhabitants of 
large cities, will live. They keep on the 
go from early in the morning until late at 
night, when halt of that time should have been 
given up to rest and recreation. They try to 
crowd into a short space of time all the work 
they possibly can in order to gain the aimighty 
dollar, and by doing so ruin their health and 
constitution. Men should rise early in the 
morning, eata good breakfast of food that 
contains a certain amount of nourishment and 
discard all such items as toasted muffins, corn 
bread, wheat cakes or anything of the kind, 
rest a little after their breakfast, go through 
their day’s business with as little worry and as

as they possibly can, and after their work is 
finished in the evening, say from 4 to 6 
o’clock, according to the time when their 
business hours close, they should have their 
dinner, eat it slowly and comfortably, and 
then give themselves up entirely to rest and 
recreation. They should try to develop other 
parts of their drain than those which are ex- 
ercised in following their dally vocations. 
And then they should get to bed early and get 
a — night’s rest. Attempting to work 
without a proper rest at night is a mistake, 
and if a man is troubled with insomnia at all 
hé should consult a physician and have it 
remedied before any dangerous result arises 
from it. 

Dr. Sara B. Chase of No. 226 West Thirtieth 
street is a great believer in resting the brain. 
She says that if brain-workers would foilow 
her advice there would be a great deal legs in- 
sanity and other mental diseases. These are 
her ideas about the brain and brain-workers: 

People die sooner from brain-work than 
they do from over physical work. We ought 
not be obliged to work so as to kill ourselves. 
We can stand much more of physical 
work if we have proper conditions 
of life than we can brain-work. The 
brain is a very peculiar organ and re- 
quires more attention and care than perhaps 
any other organ of the body. It must have 
plenty of rest and plenty of change and recre- 
ation. The only way to rest the drain pron. 
erly and thoroughly is by taking sleep. 
the brain becomes overtaxed and eary 
through a constant amount ot hard work and 
worry, it must be rested by having an entire 
change of scene and condition. When the 
brain has become wearied, the whole body 
becomes disorganized, and for a man to be in 
a healthy condition his Drain must be strong 
and clear and active. The brain is the most 
active and hard- worked of all the organs of 
the body, and great care must be taken that 
itis not overtaxed and overburdened. Stu- 
dents particulariv should 


AVOID STUDYING TOO HARD. 

Paresis is a species of paralysis of the brain, 
and itis brought on through over-work in 
giving the brain more to do than it can ac- 
complish without giving itany rest. Persons 
who are troubled with insomnia are in a very 
dangerous condition. There are many who 
obtain only two or three hours sleep in the 
night and yet feel comparatively well aud free 
from pain. They will, however, break down 
very suddenly. This is caused very often by 
their nerves not being in a healthy condition 
and unless attended to at ouce may develop 
into insanity.’’ 

Dr. Alexander Lambert, house surgeon at 
Bellevue Hospital, bas had a great number of 
persons suffering from various brain digeases 
come under hiscare. He said recently: 

„Men sometimes die from overwork. The 
brain being overworked has more serious 
effects on the person than the body being 
overworked. en a man becomes physi- 
cally tired, it doesn’t take long tor his body 
and muscles to become rested, but when a man 
becomes mentally tired it is very often a very 
serious and delicate question to bring him 
into a proper state of health again. Paresis is 
one of the most revalent brain dis- 
eases now-a-days. It is due to a lesion in the 
brain brought on by hemorrhage, or some- 
times by a tumor. Softening of tne brain is 
degeneration caused by hemorrhage. The 
arteries of the bruin give way or become rup- 
tured This is called artharoma of the arteries. 
The arteries then become soft,and as 
being no way of getting to these it causes what 
we call softening of the brain. Ordinary 
cases of insomnia, where the patient only

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, CORBIN on TRADE UNIONS ~ 


President AUSTIN CORBIN of the Reaa- 
ing railroad and coal combine has an arti- 
cle in the North American Review on “The 
Tyranny of Labor Organizations,” in which 
he labors to show that trades unionism and 
labor agitation impose upon the working- 
man the most abhorrent form of slavery. 

The true hero of labor, according to Mr. 
CORBIN, is the independent, manly 
man“ who refuses to go into a combina- 
tion of laborers for mutual support and 
protection against a combination of em- 
ployers. Mr. Conni rejoices in the be- 
lief that the day of labor union terrorism 
is past, since employers have begun to 
adopt the policy of discharging and boy- 
cotting members of labor unions, refusing 
to employ them and making promotion 
depend upon ‘‘undoubted loyalty to the 
employer” as against the employes. 

It,@oes not appear to occur to Mr. Cor- 
BIN that there is any slavery or terrortsm 
or tyranny in this, or that a combination 
of employers can be guilty of any abuse 
of their power over the necessities of la- 
boring men. It is only labor combina- 
tions and labor agitators that in his opin- 
ion are jnclined to oppress the wage 
worker and impose an abhorrent form of 
slavery upon him. So Mr. CORBIN Calls 
upon employers and law-makers alike to 
devise some means of protecting labor 
from trades-unionism. 

The lawmakers to whom this appeal is 
made must be very weak-sighted if they 
cannot see the faults, blunders and 
abuses to which trades unionism is liable 
in common with all human combinations. 
But they must be stone blind indeed, if 
they cannot see in one such mighty trade 
combination as Mr. CORBIN represents a 
power more tyrannical in its very nature 
and purposes, more oppressive in its 
operations and menacing the welfare and 
the earnings of more people, than in all 
the labor combinations in the country. 

Only a small fraction of the labor of 
any country is, or can be, united and 
held together in trades unions, while 
trusts and trade combines are fast getting 
full contro) of the nfneral resources and 
transportation facilities of the country, 
the labor market and the principal 
products of our industries. It is such 
trades unions as these, and not the ordi- 
nary labor unions, that are-just new 
shutting up the most factories, furnaces, 


distilleries and mills.

WHAT WE PAY FORFIGN CARRIERS 

In 1858, when we had the same naviga- 
tion laws, but not the same tariff on ship- 
building materials as now, American ves- | 
sels carried 71 per centof our exports and 
imports. Now they carry but 14 per 
cent of the 19,787,000 tons of freight which 
make up our foreign trade. 

If we pay an average of $6 per ton for 
the carriage of that freight on the ocean 
we pay $101,507,310 to foreign ship owners 
and only $17,214,690 to American ship 
owners. 

As British shipping trade statistics show 
that not 1 per cent of Great Britain’s vas 
foreign trade is carriedin ships that re- 
ceive subsidies and postage subventions 
from the Government, it is sheer non- 
sense to say that such subsidies have se- 
cured her this carrying trade, or that we 
can recover it by paying subsidies to 
Americau ships built of heavily taxed 
materials. They will still cost too much 
to compete with the untaxed bit unsub- 
sidized ocean tramps’’ that do the bulk 
of the world’s carrying trade. 

We beat the worid building them in the 
days when they were built of wood and 
finished with materials admitted free o 
under a low tariff, and in those days we 
not only carried 71 per centof our own 
foreign trade, but our flag waved in 
every port and we were doing more of the 
outside world’s carrying trade than any 
other country except England. 

We still beat the world in designing 
“ocean greyhounds,” but our tariff and 
navigation laws compel American vapital 
and enterprise to bulld them in England 
and to sail them under the English flag 
with English partners, and in some cases 
under an agreement that the English 
Government may at any time arm them 


and commerce. 

Down with all laws which thus discrim- 
inate against our own flag on the ocean; 
which, under pretense of protecting our 
shipping, compel us to pay $100,000,000 a 
year to foreign carriers; which make our 
commerce dependent on facilities belong- 
ing to our competitors in trade, and 
which, under pretense of protecting our 
ship-builders, prevent them from com- 
peting on equal terms with foreign build- 
ers of modern steel and iron ships. 


Kansas Crrr voted for BLA in 1884 
when St. Louis voted for CLEVELAND, and 
Mr. Bran probably remembered this 
when he arranged the Pan-American 
Congresstour. But Kansas City was so 
intent on getting and entertaining the 
Bankers’ Convention that she did not ap- 
ply till all the dates were filled, 
Now she asks St. Louis to 
spare a day for her. Kansas 
City was justly entitied to one day of this 
tour, and Chicago as the city most remote 
from Spanish America ought to spare her 
one. As the Kansas Oity press is always 
praising Chicagé and running St. Louis 
down, we want to see Chicago show some 
gratitude and generosity by giving up 
one of her days for Kansas City’s benefit.

ANCIENT EGYPTIAN FLORA. 


The Plauts of 5,000 Years Ago Like These 


The National Museum of Egyptian Antiqul- 
ties at Bulak contains a very interesting col- 
lection of plants which have been found in 
the catacombs and sepulchral monuments of 
the country, says the Revue Scientifique. Dr. 
Schweinfurth was the first to study this an- 
cient fora, which contains no example of a 
plant that does not grow to-day in the Nile 
Valley. Nor does the most minute 
ex»tmuination show the least dalffer- 


ence between the vegetation which 
flourished filty centuries ago and that of the 
present time. In some cases the color of the 
flowers can be clearly distinguished, as, for 
instance, the purple larkspur, the red poppy, 
the reddish-brown suffron and the bive lotus. 

The leaves of the watermelon contain grains of 
chlorophyll perfectly viaivie in the micro- 
scope. All these were found in great numbers 
in the burial places of the fifteenth dynasty, 
3,000 years B. C., and in one tomb of the same 
time some ears of bariey. In Tater monuments 
were discovered mustard, fax, cucumbers, len- 
tils, pine cones, juniper berries, dates, boily- 
hocks, chrysanthemums, figs, olives, onions 
and grapes. Aroundthe necks and upon the 
breasts of the mummies of 1100 B. C. were gar- 
lands of celery teaves and blue lotus flowers. 
In regard to the various specimens of grain 
discovered, it may be added that no attempt 
to make them grow has ever succeeded, the 
plante having been subjected to great "heat 
at the time of the embaiming and burial, 

whicb, while it preserved them, destroyed 
their gerininating power. Thecases in which 
mummy wheat 12 to have been raised are 
due simply to the fraudulent mixture of 
modern with the ancient grains.

AN ANGRY MOB QUELLED. 


BETWEEN POLICE AND NEARLY 
TWO HUNDRED SEAMEN. 


BATTLE 


Fatile Attempt of the Ship’s Officers to Pro. 
tect the Offenders—An Indian Territory 
Desperado Dies With His Boots On—A 
Kansas Murder Trial Closed—The Crimi- 
nal Calendar.

N EW YOKE, Oct. 5.—S8bortly 


after 12 o’ clock this morn- 


headquarters, Hoboken, 
that Officer Ryan had been 
attacked by a party of fre 
men from the steamship 
Elbe of the North German 
Lloyd Line and was being 
brutally beaten. Sergt. 
Ratbjen of Chief Donahue’s 
staff was in citizen’s dress 
when be got the alarm. He 
bad neither club nor pisto 
with him. Running into the nearest hotel, he 
procured a club and went to the assistance of 
his brother officer. He found about one hun- 
dred and fifty people there fighting. Officer 
Ryan had been disarmed, and was lying on bis 
face and a party of steamship firemen beating 
him over the head with his own club and 
kicking bim on the body. Rathen broke 
through the crowd and wasin turn attacked 
by the leacer of the firemen, 
Ernest Marco, who had Ryan's club. 
Rathjen was knocked down an d 
held his hands over the back of his bead to 
prevent the mob from kicking his brains out. 
Reinforcements arrived from headquarters 
and charged the mob. Rathjen succeeded in 
getting a club and directed the battle on the 
part of the police. 

Ryan, almost insensible and bleeding from 
the wounds on his head, was taken across to 
River street and sent in an ambulance to St. 
Mary's Hospital. 

The firemen had then retreated to the 
steamship. When the officers started 
down the wharf to make arrests 
they found that the uniformed officers of the 
steamship had formed a cordon across the 
bead of the pier. 

The first officer of the ship refused to allow 
the police to pass. One of the uniformed 
officers was knocked down. The police 
broke through the line and going aboard of 
the ship, arrested Ernest Marco, Hugo Ger- 
ker, Adolph Kurne and Adolph Sobafk and 
took them to police headquarters.

Uniess some plan of water supply is 
adopted within the next two or three years 
the future is one of very great uncertainty. 
Thtre are many theories as to the most feasi- 
ble plan, but that offered by Judge J. W. 
Gregory of Garden City seems to be the most 
popular one. OCarefully-conducted experi- 


ments made in the past few days show that a 
broad and deep stream, a vast underfiow, , 


passes down the siope of the Arkansas Valley, 
compared with which in volume the visible 
stream is as an infant to a giant. This great 
subterranean stream, it is believed, can sup- 
ply all tne surrounding country with water 
if properly developed. A single square mile 
of this sand, twenty feet deep, contains about 
209,000,000 cubic feet of water, enough to flood 
19,200 acres of land to a depth of three inches. 
While it would be practically impossible 
to drain any given area of these 
substrata completely, it is well 
known that they yield up their waters with 
great readiness. The Garden City Water- 
works well is but twenty-five feet in diameter 
and penetrates the water- bearing stratum but 
eleven feet, yet it will furnish 900,000 gallons 
of water per day. If then halt of these sub- 
terranean waters can be utilized to a depth of 
ten feet over an area of five miles wide 
enough water can be obtained to flood one- 
half of the land for forty miles 
on each side of the river. Fountains 
penetrating this subterranean stream would 
assure two thorough Irrigations per year to 


100,000 acres of land at a cost of less than 
$100,000, or not exceeding $1 peracre to be 
irrigated. By promptand united effort it is 
claimed that all Southwest Kansas may so add 
to the present resources for wateras to make 
the future one of certainty and most 
abundant success. The plan is to lar 
out a central system of main canals and 
storage reservoirs upon the highest ground 
on each side of the Arkansas River, and into 
these any number of great fountains, opened 
into the saturated substrata, may be made to 

ur torrents of water the year round, keep- 
na them full and ready tor service at ail 
times. 

The Kansas Commission will present this 
Pian to the next Congress and ask that gov- 
erumental aid to inaugurate the enterprise be 
extended as speedily as possible. 

A KANSAS WEATHER PROPHET’S PREDICTION. 

Prof. C. C. Blake, the Kansas weather 
prophet, who has been publishing forecasts 
ofthe weather for the past eighteen years, 
as just issued his anaual of weather predic- 
tions for 1890. He states that next year there 
will be great extremes, of temperature, ex- 
cessive rains with floods, and aiso pretty ex- 
tensive droughts. He devotes considerabie 
attention to the subject of rainfall for the 
Mississippi Valley, and shows that while the 
topography of the country remains as it now 
is there is not much that man can do to in- 
erease the annual amount of rainfall upon this 
eastern slope of the Rockies, but with the plant- 
ing of trees and by subsoll plowing he claims 
that the rain which does fall can be nearly all 
retained where it falls aud thus double the 
production of the soll. 

A BITTER FIGHT ON INGALLS. 

There was already developing in Kansas a 
strong opposition to the re-election of Sena- 
tor Ingalls. The election of United States 
Senator occurs at the next biennial session of 
the Legistature in 1891. Mr. Ingalls has made 
a number of bitter enemies of some of the 
most influenntial Republicaas of the State by 
his method of distributing the Federal patron- 
age. It is stated that he pledged himself 
to recommend more thanone gentieman for 
United States Pension agent; the statement 
bas also been made, and not denied by Mr. 
Ingalis, that he promised both Gen. John A. 
Rice of Fort Scott and Hon. Cy Lelaud of Troy, 
who were candidates for Internal Revenue 
Collector of the district of Kansas, that they 
should have the place. His attempt to straddle 
the probibition question has made 
him quite unpopular among the radical pro- 
hibition'sts, and his avowed antagonism to 
wunicipal suffrage ever since its adoption by 
the Legisiature, has made him many enemies 
among the warm supporters of that 
law. The Hon. George R. Peck of 
Topeka, General Solicitor for the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad, and 
one of the avlest men in the State, is thought 
to be in training forthe Senatorship, and but 
for his connection with railroads would bea 
very strong candidate. The agricultural 
element, however, are decidedly opposed to 
gat any railroad official to a public posi- 
t on, 

BUT ONE FLAG IN TEXAS. 

Hon. W. B. Slosson, who was for thirty 
years a resident of Kansas, but has during the 
ast year resided in Texas, has been visitin 
n Topeka this week. When a resident o 
Kansas he was one ofthe most prominent Re- 
publican politicians of the State. He says 
that when the Republican press say 
that there is stillasectional feeling in the 
South, and that Northern men are not wanted 
in the South, they grossly misrepresent the 
condition of affairs in that section. Mr. 
Slosson speaks ve highly of the reception 
of himself and family by the Southern people 
and says that Northern menand Northern 
capital are as warmly welcomed in Texas as 
they ever were in in the palmiest days of the 
settiement of enterprising Kansas. e gives 
his emphatic —— that the sectional 
feeling 80 long existing is a thing of the past, 
aud that now the one flag of our common 

country floats over.a united people. 
NEGRO EXODUS TO OKLAHOMA. 

D. B. Garrett of this city, a prominent col- 
ored man, has tnaugurated a mamoth ex- 
odus of negroes to Oklahoma. Already about 
2,000 negroes of this city have gone to the new 
country and havetaken claims. They have 
form a colony in Western Ool- 
orado and have exciuded ail white 
setticrs from that section. A town called Lin- 
coln was soon established by them, and is now 
one of the most thriving settlements in Okla- 


boma. One bundred families from Kansas City 


will join them on the 8th inst. An immigration 
society which has been recentiy established 
with adguarters in this city, has letters 
from Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama, Louwis- 
lapaand the Carolinas stating that there will 
be 20,0000 emigrants from these States to Okla-

EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


AN INTERESTING DAY’S PROCEEDINGS IN 
THE EPISCOPAL MEETING. 


The Nicene Creed, After Lengthy Discus- 
sion, Made a Part of the Prayer-Book— 
Mormons Whe Are Steadfast in the Faith 
—Missouri Baptiste—Keligious News. 


EW YORK, Oct. 5.—The, 


House of Deputies to 
the Episcopal Conven- 
tion held in St. 
George Church, re- 
convened at9o’clock 
this morning. The 
day’s session was 
opened by prayer and 
religious services con- 
ducted by the Bishop 
of Delaware and Rev. 
Dr. Beatty of Kansas. 
At 10 o’ clock the bubi- 
ness proceedings be- 
gan with the presen- 
tation of reports of 
special committees. Rev. Dr. Huntington of 
New York presented a memorial from the col- 
ored clergy and other workers among colored 
people asking that the colored church be 
recognized as a valid branch of the church; 
that the church knows no difference of race 
or condition; that it is not the intention 
of the church to discriminate against 
any of. her clergymen because of 
color. ‘This memorial, addressed to the 
Houses of Bishops and Deputies, was referred 
to a joint committee from both houses. A 
memorial from the diocese of Long Island in 
favorof the organization of dioceses on the 
basis oftheir numerical strength was referred 
to the Committee on memorials. 

Rev. Dr. Hunkell of the Committee on New 
Dioceses reported upon the action of the 
committee on the request of Oregon to be ad- 
mitted as a diocese of the Episcopal Church of 
America. The committee reported in favor of 
allowing Oregon to be admitted as a diocese 
ofthe church, to be known as the Diocese of 
Oregon, and allowing the election of Mission- 
ary Bishop Morris as bishop of the new dio- 
cese. There was some discussion upon the 
admission of the new diocese as approved by 
the committee. The matter was laid over 
until Monday. A similar report concerning 
the admission of Colorado as a diocese of the 
church and the election of a bishop was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Elections. 

THE PRAYER BOOK CHANGES. 

At ll o’clock the discassion concerning the 
twelfth change in the prayer-book was re- 
sumed at the point at which it was dropped on 
Thursday. Rev. J. J. Vauex of Arkansas 
saia in regard to she nicene creed: 

It is not the creed of the Church. It was 
first forced upon the Church by civil power. 
It is the Roman creed, and it is obligatory on 
us just as much asthe infallibility of the Pope. 
No such yoke as this should be put on any 
Church in this free couatry.’’ 

Rev. Dr. J. 8: Roduev argued that it would 
be simply suicide to the Catholic faith to dis- 
card the nicere creed. 

Rev. R. B. Holland of Missouri also spoke 


in favor of the retention of the creed. 

Rev. G. M. Christian, Newark, said: We 
have no more right to cut out the nicene creed 
than we have tojmutilate the Aposties’ creed 
and make no explanation.’’ 

Rev. Dr. Christian, continuing sald: ‘‘If we 
discard this creed from the service the fact 
will go out to the worid and we sball shortiy 
find that we are in the position of a church 
which does not believe in the nicéne creed. 
don’t want to bave apy such stigma upon the 
church. Idon't see bow any one can bea 
member of thi¢church and not acknowledge 
the nicene creed. I should like to see the 
proposed change concerning the nicene creed 
so amended as to make the use ofthe creed 
permissory and not obligatory. Such action 
would not afford anyone the opportunity of 
saying that this church does not believe in tne 
nicene creed.’* 60

— 1 missioner made a 
report on the condition of the working women 
of this clty in which he preferred against them 
serious charges. He began by crediting them 
with clean homes and well carpeted and fur- 
nished houses, and made the statement that 


even in the poorest quarters the inhabitants 
exhibit cleanliness in the care of their dwell- 
ings. Then, having thrown thistub to the 
whale, he proceeds to say that the tobacco in- 
dustry is about monopolized by foreigners 
whose habits of life are often riotous. The 
workrooms, be says, are fine, and 
the eight-hour system prevails, but 
the wages are low. The wages of 
St. Loulse saleéawomen, according to 
Wright's report, are above the average, in 
some establishments equaling the rates paid 
in New York, but the. weekly working hours 
are louger than in any other rauit, the 
stores remaining open every evoning, and in 
consequence of the general disregard of Sun- 
day, remaining open on that day also. Then 
Mr. Wright grows more abusive of the St. 
Louis working women. He says there is but 
little church going among them; that the 
dance-houses claim the attendance of alto- 
gether too manyeven of the giris from 13 
years of 8 upward, and not content with 
this, he ad Sunday balls and matinees are 
lergely attended. Jontinuing he charges 
them with illiteracy, and says that the moral 
conditions are generally lower than are found 
in many other citics. 

Since this report has been made public it 
bas received a pretty thorough going-over. 
Merchants and business men, factory owners, 
pons en of girls of women, and the foremen 

superintendents who have immediate 
charge of them have refuted the slanders by 
ab a J facts that prove the falsehood of 
Vright’s charges, through the Post-Dts- 
PATCH. They have not given opinions, they 
have stated facts which they. have learned 
through years of experience with the. very 
women whom Wright « charges » with 
illiteracy, immorality, irreligion and 
frequent attendance at dance-houses, 
Those who are qualified to speak, t em. 
Ployers of taese women, whom the bufeau’s 
agents do not seem to bave found, gave 
Piainly the facts, and they prove that Wright’s 
report could not have been more completely 
wrong it the facta had been willfully per- 
verted. Based upon substantial statements 
the condition of. the workingwomen of St. 
Louis may be set forth about as follows 
The houses of those who are in compara- 
tively easy circumstances are clean and nicely 
kept, but in the poorest quarters there are the 
same nnhappy conditions that are found in 
the poorest quarters of every city on the face 
ofthe globe. The tobacco industry does sup- 
4 —, foreiguere, but it is not monopo- 
iged by them, nor are their habite of life 
riotous in any sense ofthe word. The wages 
maid are on the par with wages paid 
mall American cities for labor of this ciass. 
The saleswomen are well paid and their 
hours of work are from 8 or 8:30 o'clock In the 
morning toSor 6 o'clock in the evening, and 
during the three summer months most of the 
stores close at lo’clock on Saturday after- 
noon. The stores are never open at night, 
except on such occasions as Christmas eve, 
and none of the retail stores that employ 
women are open on Sunday. A majority of 
the working Women are Vatholics, and to what 
extent they go to church is manifested by the 
fact that they are reckoned good Catholics by 
their parish priests. Such a thing as a dance- 
house does not exist in the city of St. Louis 
and places of that character are not frequented 
on Sunday by working girls of any age. Some- 
times picnics are held on tunday because that 
is the only day throughout the whole year that 
working women have for recreation, but the 
picnics are generally quiet and orderly and 
nothing r than excursions tothe countr

those with the least intelligence and ambi- 
tion. 

A few years ago when one was asked what 
was the poorest paid female labor in New 
York the answer would be ‘‘shirt making.’’ 
But it is a question to-day which is worse off 
the scarfmaker, type rubber, artificial fower- 
maker, paper bag- maker or others of a score 
oftrades. The wages.in many industries in 
which women are employed have been re- 
auced within the past.year—those of the 
paper box-makers quite recentiy—and the 
tendency is still downward. 


SALESWOMEN'S HARD LOT. 

The saleswomen, cash giris and others in 
the great retail stores of the West and East 
sides of the city are about as badly off as those 

oll the meanest of the mean trades. They 
have to dress well. Ifthey do not they are 
not needed. The law provides that they be 
provided with seats when not engaged in sell- 
ing. Well, t@e seats are there, but those who 
use them are soon got rid of. They are fined 
in almost every store forthe violation of the 
most trivial rules, and it they are away from 
their post of ‘duty for any cause over 
five minutes at a time the are dis- 
missed. The ardinary saleswoman in 
first-class stores receives from & to 
$6 a week; the cash and bundle girls, $1.50 to 
$2. Their hours of service are from 8 o'clock 
in the morning until 6 in the evening. A large 
proportion of these girls have to support 
themselves. Asa rule they can not board 
near their employment aud have to pay car 
farce. They can not 2 board for less than 
$8 a week, and that 5 4 ‘*rock-bottom’’ ina 
tenement house. They must be decently 
clothed. 

THE ‘‘SWEATER.’’ 

More clothing is made in this city than in 
all the rest of the country together, and one 
would suppose that wages would be good, 
but we have nere in full dlast the curse of 
**‘sweaters.’ These are contractors, who 
occupy, as a rule, What is called a floor in a 
five or six-story tenement house. The ‘‘floor’’ 
is half or quarter of a floor. In the three 
rooms there are generally gathered from six 
to a dozen men and women, the latter fre- 
quently young giris, who do the finishing. 
Although our factory laws prohibit 
the girls working more than ten 
hours A day, anyone during the 
busy season can hear the sewing-machines 
whirring at all hours ofthenight. The wages 
received by the giris run from $2 to $6 a week. 
As a rule they are paid by the piece, and the 
higher figure represents work done long after 
they should have been asleep. It is not the low 
wages, however, that those who know their 
condition complain of, as much as itis of 
their surroundings both while at work and in 
their homes. The quarter of the ony in 
which the ‘‘sweaters’’ and their victims liv 
is filthy to the utmost degree. No description 
can do it justice. It is a blot on civilization. 

DRESSMAKERS WHO NEVBR PAY. 

Our fasbionabie dressmakers rival those of 
Paris, and many of the so-called ‘‘imported’’ 
garments are made in the neighborhood of 
Fifth and Sixth avenues. It has always been 

upposed that the assistants of these fashion- 
able dressmakers were well paid. Many a 
the complaints I have listened to made by 

irls Whose constitutions were broken down 

y long hours of exhausting labor. The weges 
run from & to $12, but words fail to commun 
cate the + hip~ g 4 of those who deal with the 
aristocracy of New York. Not only that, but 
after they have earned their wages by long 
hours the giris are not always paid, and the 
Workingwomen’s Protective Union, which 
was established twenty-five years ago by 
benevolent gentlemen to prosecute dishonest 
employers, has more trouble with ‘‘fashion- 
able’’ dressmakers than any other class, and 
thousands of dollars have bad to be collected 
through the courts, while as much are bad 
debts,’’ lost to those who labored so hard. 


STARVING AT SCARF- MAKING, 

A few years ago one of the best trades for 
women was the making of men’sscarfe. Ex- 
cellent wages could be made. It is nice“ 
work — light and clean, and thousands of 
young women have since learned it. Not only 
that, but hundreds of women have taken up 
the trade to make „pin money. A manu- 
facturer on Broadway told me some time 
since that several of his female friends sent 
their servants forthe work. This, of course, 
bas had ita natural effect and wages are down 
to the lowest limit. Scarfs are made now for 
from 80 cents a dozen, and with unremitting 
labor from 6 o’clock im the morning until 
ll o’clock at night for six days a week i have 
known a young and expert worker to make 
$6. Those who do better than shat have what 
they consider to be a ‘‘picnic.’’ 

Ladies’ underwear is classed with men’s 
shirte in the wages paid, although the former 

vires so much more work. This ciass of 
labor has suffered from the competition of 
the grent reformato institutions, not only 
In this city and Brooklyn, but throughout this 
State and n New Jersey, a8 wellas from the 
farmers’ wives and daughters within twenty 
eee who work at low prices for pied

MAKING PLAYING CARDS. 

A week ago there was a strike of card cut- 
lers at the fuctory of A. e. the play- 
ing card manufacturer, who has been in that 
business for forty years. The girls were as 
bright a set as I beve ever seen, but they were 
all small, although many of them had reached 
the age of womanhood. The foreman had 
promised them an increase of wages tf they 
turned out more work. The boss repudiated 
his foreman’s promise. Theee giris’ SOR ans 
run trom to aer rot 
hours’ work. They worked on —— * mu- 
chines and several of them had lost a finger. 
Those who received $6 had been in Daugh- 
erty’s employ about eight years and had no 
hope of receiving more. Nearly all of them 
were self-dependent. They were, too, the 
best paid in the factory,in which over 300 girls 
and women are employed, the wages vf most 
of whom did not rise much above $3 a week. 

The paper-box trade has suffered as much 
as it not more than anv other during the past 
two years, and only recently another reduc- 
tion wae made. From $4.50 to $8 was the range 
of wages in 188. Nov it is from $2.50 to $6. 
That the girls are dissatisfied goes without 
saying; but what canthey do? As in every 
other female employment, there is no organi- 
zation. 

TELEGRAPH OPERATORS AND TYPEWRITERS. 

Telegraphy opened a field for the more in- 
telligent and ambitious American girl, and 
many entered itand became fine operators 
commanding bigh salaries. ‘‘Piug factories’’ 
—schools of telography—however, Dave ruined 
that profession here as well as destroyed the 
usefulness of thousands of young women. 
Thirty or $40 a month will now secure a bright 
young woman as operator, while thousands 
are waiting to be hired. The sameistrue of 
stenographers and typewriters. A short time 
ago $20to a week was offered as wages. 
Now the ‘‘ woods are full“ of women who can 
be hired for less than half that flaure. 

In industries in which little skill is required 
$3 a week seems to have become the fixed 
standard here—the hours of labor being from 
nine to tena day. 

For many years the Central Labor Union 
and Knights of Labor, and lately the Work 
— women’s Socie have repeatedly made 

orts to organize the women wage- workers, 
but without much success. District Assembly 
did have a dozen women’s locals organ- 
ized, and the shoemakers and carpet workers 
had all the women in those trades in their as- 
semblies, but to-day there are not more than 500 
women in all the organizations. There being, 
also, always more seeking employment than 
there are placés to fill the employers have the 
market at their command.

Bythis means they tura 
out 75 per cent more work, while they get not 
over 25 per vent more puy. Their work is at 
least doubled, and the nervous strain on them 
is quadrupled. The liability to make a mis- 
take and have work thrown on their hands is 
also very greatly increased thereby.’’

„Well, it ranges from $2 to $12 a week. 
Some earn over $12, but these are exceptional 
cases and theyare so few that taking them 
into or leaving them out of the account would 
scarcely make any perceptible difference in 
the average wages paid.’ 

About the hours of work?’’ 

‘*‘Upiformly ten hours, full measure, and 
if they are not present for duty promptly at 
the appointed hour they are docked, in some 
cases cruelly, and in all cases outrageously 
out of proportion to the wages they receive.

They come generally from families of day 
laborers. Very few of them go to school after 
14 years of age and the factory girls range in 
age from 14 up, with the majority under 21 
years old. The shoe giris in this city are too 
tired to go to dances or concert halls of even- 
ings. They generally stay at home, and their 
morals as a rule are above the average. 
Further than this, they are quite up to the 
average in intelligence, taking as a standard 
that of the working girl generally. The num- 
ber of girls employed in shoe factories in Cin- 
cinnati at present is probably eleven hun-

What of the sewing girl?’’ 


‘*Their condition ie most deplorable. The 
sanitation of the shops they work in is awful 
in very many cases—emall, illy ventilated and 
crowded to suffocation. This city is noted for 
its extensive manufacture of ciothing. The 
manufacturers generally deal with sweaters 
who employ from twenty -five to 100 girls each. 
In this way perhaps 3, to 4,000 girls are om- 
ployed in Cincionat!. It is next to impossible 
to find out. Manufacturers won't tell any- 
thing and the sweaters are generally abusive 
when they are asked. The workiug hours are 
ten a day and fines for lateness are unreason- 
ably arbritrary and high. The pay is nearly al- 
ways by the piece. Rates of pay and expert 
day’s work are about as follows: Shirts, 40 
cents to 50 cents per dozen, with two dozen a 
day’s work; drawers, 5 cents to 33 cents a 
dozen, day’s work twototwo and one-half 
dozen; pants, 5 cents a pair for machine work, 
day’s work one dozen pairs; vests, 2% cents 
each for machine work, no basting permitted; 
ladies’ wrappers, 75 cents to $1.25 a dozen, 
and few can make a dollar a day at that 
though the most expert are employed. All 
these figures of amount of production are for 
expert work. A large majority of the em- 
ployes are not experts.’ 

A large number of girls are employed in 
tobacco- works?“ 

Why, they get as much as mon for such of 
men's work as they are 1 todo, which 
is not very much—not ali they could do. Their 
working hours are ten aday. They fare 
pretty well in comparison with some other 
workers. There are probably one thousand 
to twelve hundred giris employed in Cincin- 
nati at this kind of work.’ 

3 giris at restaurants—what of 
em?’ 

They get about $3 a week and their board. 
What they may order at meals is often limited 
to cheap and sometimes scanty fare. In some 
places they are treated inhumanly—docked 
unreasonably for lateness and in the way of 
discipline. here are cases where a girl 
chances to break a dish which she could and 
would willingly replace by purchase for 5 
cents. She is not permitted to do so, but is 
cha d 25 cents for the breakage.’

most crying evils. Notwithstanding, there fs 

still a great deal to be accomplishe’. Few 

factory girls are permitted to earn more than 

$2 a week at commencement. When they be- 

come proficient they are advanced to $3, and 

after that are usually placed on piecework, at 

which a thoroughly expert hand can average 
perhaps from $6 to $7 per week. 

There is a radical difference in Chicago 
factories. For the making of heavy wraps 30, 
40, 50 and 65 cents are given, the latter being 
the maxium sum. Piece work alone is per- 
mitted, anda single mantle is a good ten 
hours’ work. Girls who finish jerseys seldom 
average more than $4.a,week, plenty of grown 
women here not earning more than 28 cents a 
day at this work. Fifty cents is usually given 
for making a dozen neckties, which the oper- 


ator must press herself as well as find her own 
thread. Shirt factories pay nearly as badly as 


they did when Hood sang. Table hands, or 
those who sew on buttons and finish arm 
holes, earn only $3 a week. In places where 
fringes and ornamental trimmings are mun- 
ufacturered, the standard is even lower. The 
most expert can scarcely earn more than 
20 to cents a day, and that by in- 
cessant labor from 8 4. — 7 to 6 p. 
HOW THEY WO 

Under what conditions a 6 Chicago women 
work? In orderto give a competent answer 
to this query a PostT-DISPATCH correspondent 
accompanied Mra. Byford-Leonard, a lady 
who has been recently appointed as Health 
Inspector, on some of her rounds among 
stores and factories. 

It was found on thisround that a serious 
trouble was the lack of a proper 
supply of water. Many of the factories 
being located upon upper fioors sutf- 
fered both from the “insufficiency of 
the water supply and requisite ventilation. 
Sinks were untrapped, so that when the 
closets were drawn pp the most (frightful 
odors impregnated the air thro aug the agency 
of the sinks. In this polla atmosphere 
scores of girls were compelied to spend the 
whole of the day. In a rag shop where a num-

The Chicago factory girls, particularly, work 
hard, dress plainly and have little or no time 
to indulge in questionable pursuits. Most of 
them belong to poor families, live at 
home and assist their parents to struggle 
along from year to year. From factory te 
home, home to factory, they lead a compara- 
tively sheltered life, as far as temptations go. 

The domestics employed in hotels and 
boarding-houses of Chicago generally receive 
as much remuneration as they are worth. 
Their surroundings are fair. In one board- 
ing-house four girls were discovered sleepin 
in an under basement, almosta cellar, as it 
was totally below ground. The landlady be- 
ing remonstrated with, said that the girls 
never complained. She would not sleep there 
herself, she admitted, but the girls had never 
been accustomed to anything better and were 
quite satisfied.

CONTEMPLATING EXTENSIVE RAILWAY AND 
PARK IMPROVEMENTS. 


They Seoure the Lindell Railway Properties, 
on Which $700,000 Will be Expended in 
Extensions—Pians fora Kowing Course 
in Forest Park—The Overhead Wire Sys- 
tem Adopted for the Line. 


VER since the con- 
templated sale of the 
Lindeli Railway was 
entioned in the 
PostT-DIsPATCa, 
great interest has 
been felt in the 
progress of nego- 
tiations. 

At 5 o’clock yes- 
2 torday alterngon, 
the sale of the Lindell Street Railroaa was 
completed, and the new stockholders will 
take possession of the property. The trans- 
fer was merely formal as the sale had been 
practically completed some time before and 
had been announced in the PostT-DISPATCH. A 
call was made upon George D. Ca- 
pen to ascertain if the transfer had 
finally been made. It has, said Mr.Capen, 
but lam not at liberty to say who the pur 
chasers aré. This much I can state; the 
property will remain in the hands of St. Louis- 
ans. No foreign syndicate or corporution 

owns the road, but it is held in this city.’’ 

ELECTRIC TRANSIT ASSURED. 

„What will be the future of the Lindell 
lines?’’ 

»The mules will go to the rear and elec- 
tricity will come to the front, Of that you 
may be certain. We intend to 
make very large additions to the line, and 
will extend it to Forest Park if the Municipal 
Assembly will grant us the franchise. That 
body meets on October 22, and a bill will at 
once be brought before it to grant us the privi- 
lege of runuing tothe Park. Theentire system 


will be operated by overhead wires such as 
are matt on the West EKnd Railway Co. of 
Boston, The systems used willbethe Thomp- 
son-Houston aud the Sprague. These have 
deen thoroughly tested in the East, and in 
my Opinion are better applicable to street car 
transit than any other. 
A PROJECTED EXTENSION. 

‘*The extension that we wish to obtain is as 
follows: Wewantto go west on Delmar av- 
enue to Union avenue, thence south to W ater- 
man avenue, just touching the northwest 
corner of the ground owned by the Forest 
Park Improvement Co. The cars will then 
run west on Waterman avenue to DVeBolivar 
avenue, and on that street south to the park. 
We wish to locate our depot 750 feet within 
the limits of the park, between the 
cottage and the race-track. This, course, is 
subject to the approval of the Park Com- 
missioner. We contemplste building a depot 
300 feet long and 150 feet wide, the cost of 
which is estimated at , 000, AS matters now 
stand, there is not shelter to be obtained 
withinthbe Park.

UNEQUAL 2 AXATION. 


SENSATIONAL SCENE BEFORE THE ILLINOIS 
BOARD OF FQUALIZATION. 


A Private Citizen Demands That Wealthy 
Corporations Pry Their Quota of the 
Taxes—The Pullman Co.’s Returns—The 
New Mine Inspectors—Compulsory Hdu- 
cation—Prominent Society Events—IIII- 
nois News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatTcn. 
PRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 5. 
—The sensation ofthe week 
at the Illinois capita! 
wasthe speech of the 
Hon. Milton McClure of 
Carlinville before the 
State Board of Equall- 
zation, in which he 
made a vicious attack 
onthe Pullman Palace 
Car Co. He appeared 
before the board simply asacity and a tax- 
payer of the State of Illinois. Hesaid he had 
hoped to make a more satisfactory statement 
in regard tothe manner in which the com- 
pany avoids its taxation, but he had been re- 
fused by the secretary acertified copy of the 
return made by the company to the State Aud- 
itor for the use ofthe board. Judge McClure 
says that the board publishes at a large ex- 
pense a full report of all other prop- 
erty’ except that of corporations, 
but when a citizen asks to see 
these returns he is refused. Within the last 
year the Pullman Co. has increased its capi- 
tal stock from about $19,000,000 to about $25,- 
000,000, and yet under the rules of the board 
its assessment must belower this year than 
last. At this rate the State must soon pay the 
company for doing business and also pay the 
lobbyists who have access to papers denied to 
the taxpayers. If the company has $30,000,900 
of tangible property outside of Illinois it can 
easily show what States the property isin. In 
Illinois the company claims to have only for- 
ty-elght cars. How many has it in other 
States? The Judge said: Had I been al- 
lowed to see the returns I could tell the truth. 
Read the following dispatch: 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 6. 

The State Board of Equalization has at last deter- 
mined to assess the Pullman Palace Company’s 
cars on the roads of the State. The 
valuation of each car is placed at $11.000. 
The company will resist on the ground that the cars 
are now taxed in Illinois. This is the first effort to 
tax such property in the State of Missouri. 

„This shows their admission that part of 
their property isin Missouri, yet it is fighting 
taxation there and in Kansas, because its 
property is all taxed in Illinois. It admits to 
a capital of $25,000,000 that is worth $1.33. Is 
this afair vaiuation? Hardly; it is now worth 
$1.84, and on May 1 was worth $1.98; the aiffer- 
ence between real value and sworn value is 
60 cents, showing a deficit of $15,000,000, or 
three-fifths of its returned stock at ver. The 
committee knows the return is a fraud. All 
local assessors fail to comply with the law, 
but this ls no reason why the board should 
commit the same crime. Taxpayers are 
beginning to inquire why taxes are so 
high. There is too much secrecy about 
the work of the board, and itis now hoped 
that the committee on capital stock of corpo- 
rations will do its duty under the law regard. | 
less of a vote of a majority of the members of 
the board. Millions are spent annually for 


the military, which is never called out except 
to protect the property of railroads and coal 
companies, who are the very firstto seek to 
avoid the payment of their legitimate taxes. 
A man who asks for justice as against 
a corporation, especially ove that has 
men to swear to such turns 
as that made by the P@iman 
Palace Car Co., must expect their paid Wente 
to raise a prejudice agains: him. It is ex- 
pected that such agents would not hesitate to 
assassinate private character to serve their 
masters, when an effort is made to keep sach 
corporations from swindling the people. 

The Judge said that this would not deter 
him srom asking the committee to carefully 
read the law and ascertain the law = — 
thatthe farmers and business men no 
longer pay the taxes that legitimately b lube 
to the corporations ofthe State. His speech 
ereated a sensation, and is discussed very 
extensively. 

The work of the committee of the board is 
substantially completed.

The Recorder then commenced a series of 
questions relative to the recruit-reporter’s 
treatment at the Barracks, commencing from 
the first day.

The witness stated that he was instructed to 
answer all calls, not to leave the quarters and

How the Procession Will Be Drawn Up—The

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 5.—In the third race at 
Latoniato-day an accident occurred which 
wiil probably result in the death of one jockey 
and in which two others were painfully 
though not seriously injured. It was sup- 


posed when they were carried off the track 
this afternoon that two of the 
riders were dead.

NEW ORLEANS.

The Music Temple That Is to Be Erected for 
the Occasion—The Corner-Stone to Be 
Laid To-Day With Imposing Ceremonies— 
What Has Already Been Done for the 
Musical Glory of the Festival.

PEW ORLEANS, Oct. 4.— 
¥ New Orieans isto have 
the great Saengerfest of 
1890 and ig proud of it. 
The festival, as ali St. 
Loulsans know, occurs 
every two years and is 
the grandest singing ex- 
bibition in the country. 
The best professional 
and amateur talent is se- 
cured and the result is 
the finest solo and 
choral singing that can 
be imagined. Its suc- 
cess, perhaps, lies in 
the fact that it is nota 
financial , undertaking. 
It is true money has to 
be put up, but it is very 
i seldom regained. The 
pure love of good music, 
the harmonies of the 
masters and the sym- 

- phonies of the classics, 
are the sole ‘actuators ofthe movement. The 
Saengerbund is composed mainly of Ger- 
mans andhas forite members the singing 
societies located in all the chief cities of the 
United States. 

The last Saengerfest was held in 1888 In St. 
Louls, and on the 7th of June, during the 
meeting, New Orleans was with great enthu- 
siasm selected forthe twenty-sixth festival. 
When the measure was proposed the New Or- 
leans delegation strenuously opposed it on the 
ground thatit would be agreat expense to 
the Southern city owing to the 
fact that a dullding of suitable 
immensity and perfection of acoustics would 
have to be erected. Nevertheless the Crescent 


City was chosen and on the 12th of September 
following a meeting was called to take steps 
toward preparing for the Saengerfest. Prof. 
J. Hanno Deller, President of the New Orleans 
Quartette Club, andthe senior President of 
the oldest singing society in the city, was 
cailed to the chair.

GENTLEMEN-~The undersigned members of 
the Merchants’ Exchange protest against sub- 
mitting toa vote the proposition now being 
agitated to repeai the present corner rule, 
for the following reasons: 

1. This question has been agitated and voted 
on a number ot times and was defeated the 
last time by an overwhelming vote. 

2. We believe when a question has been de- 
termined bv such a decided vote it should be 
allowed to rest for ab least one year from that 
date, if no longer. 

8. There is no ason to believe senti- 
ment has changed to any extent on this ques- 
tion and a vote will only lead to useless ex- 
1 of thae and acrimonious feeling. 

4. All other markets, with the exception 
of Chicago, have strin ent corner rules. We 
are working satisfactorily under present 
regulations and there is no necessity for any 
vhange.

GREAT PREPARATIONS FOR THE EVENT IN 
NEW ORLEANS, 


The Music Temple That Is to Be Erected for 
the Oceasion—The Corner-Stone to Be 
Laid To-Day With Imposing Ceremonies— 
What Has Already Been Done for the 
Musical Glory of the Festival. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POST-DISPATCR . 
PEW ORLEANS, Oct. 4.— 


Ar xe Orleans isto have 
— the great Saengerfest of 
1890 and ig proud of it. 
The festival, as ali St. 
Louisans know, occurs 
every two years and is 
the grandest singing ex- 
bibition in the country. 
The best professional 
and amateur talent is se- 
cured and the result is 
the finest solo and 
choral singing that can 
be imagined. Its suc- 
cess, perhaps, lies in 
the fact thatit is nota 
financial , undertaking. 
It is true money has to 
be put up, but it is very 
seldom regained. The 
pure love of good music, 
the harmonies of the 
masters and the sym- 
phonies of the classics, 
are the sole ‘actuators ofthe movement. The 
Saengerbund is composed malnly of Ger- 
mans and has for ita members the singing 
societies located in all the chief cities of the 
United States. 

The last Saengerfest was held in 1888 In St. 
Louls, and on the 7th of June,{during the 
meeting, New Orleans was with great enthu- 
siasm selected forthe twenty-sixth festival. 
When the measure was proposed the New Or- 
leans delegation strenuously opposed iton the 
ground thatit would be agreat expense to 
the Southern city owing to the 
fact that a building of suitable 
immensity and perfection of acoustics would 
have to be erected.

Jacob Hassinger, editor and proprietor of the 
New Orleans German Gazette, and a man of the 
widest influence, President of the association.

The incorporation ofthe asso- 
ciation under the name of the North American 
Singers’ Union, Iimited, was done shortly 
alterward. 

On the 27th of March, 1889, a meeting was 
held at which it was decided that the festival 
should consist of five concerts, two in the 
evening and tiree matinees and that Wednes- 
day, the ]2th of February, 1890, snould be the 
opening day of the festival. 

Then the committee began making engage- 
ments with singers. Mrs. Lena Little, the 
celebrated contralto, now in London, was en- 
gaged. She ls a New Orleans girl, a beautiful 
singer and one of international reputation. 
The services of Prof. Christ Bach’s Orches- 
tra and Band of Milwaukee were next secured. 
It will consist of seventy-five members at the 
time of the Saengerfest.

Stocks of’%contract here are less than 
1,000,000 bu, and at least a dozen houses on 
the board can be named that have more 
than that much long on their books for 
December. An estimate was made to-day 
that 40,000,000 du represents the open interest 
in December wheat in this market. If the 
longs would stand pat on their trades a gigan- 
tic ‘‘corner’’ would be the result, but the 
trouble is that longs are just as likely to run 
asthe shorts in the face of adverse general 
conditions.

On a weak mar- 


ket business might have resulted, but the 


advance in wheat stiffened the backbore of 


millers, and the result was inaction. Buyers 


and sellers could not get together. A moder-

Great interest attaches 
to the forthcoming Government crop report. 
The Agricultural Department is supposed to 
have been making athorough canvass, with 
a view of ascertaining the facts as regards 
acreage and production, the results of which 
should be published this month.

TRUST STOCKS. 


A Particularly Dangerous Article to Handle 
—Weekly Wall Street Review. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

New York, Oct. 5.—The successful move- 
ment against the trust stocks was the one 
overshadowing feature of the market last 
week. Sugar refineries sold at 834% and Amer- 
ican cotton oll certificates at 404%. The greater 
part of the shrinkage occurred within forty- 
eight hours, and on Friday, when prices were 
at their lowest, they showed a decline of 10% 
and 9% per cent respectively. The recognized 
bears were not alone in this manifestation. 
Success begets imitators,and when certain buil 
operators saw how things were drifting they 
were not slow to get aboard. They 
went for the trusts hammer and tongs 


and finally forced the liquidation of one, if 
not several, important bull accounts. Strauge 
to say, an official of the Cotton Ol) Co. is 


credited with being one of the heaviest losers 


bY the drop. If. as the insiders ciaim, the 
affairs of the corporation are in good shape, 
noone ought to be better informed of the 


fact than the official in question. That he 
should sell out after such a decline may be 
explained by the current report that he had 


made himself obnoxious in some way or 


other to his confreres, and that they literally 
squeezed him out of his holdings.

much to be said, namely, that Judge Danieis’

ing week last year. As India’s shipments are 
insignificant und Russia’s falling off rapidly, 
the smallness of those from the United States 
should mean a large reduction in the amount 
on passage for Europe. This ocean wheat 
was down to 14,000, bu at last report and 
will continue to decrease, if the exports re- 
maln as small as they now are. The markets 
of Europe are very liable to be affected by this 
decrease in the supply headed for her shores. 
They have gonerally shown firmness througn 
all the ubs and downs of the markets of this 
country lately, and may take a sudden incli- 
nation to do better. Now thatthe seeding forthe 
next winter wheatcrop has been completed 
it is expected by a good many that receipts of 
winter wheat will materially increase. ar- 
ties lately returned from the country, how- 
ever, repeat the story told in the Fosr- Dis- 
PATCH a couple of Sundays ago, that there 
are no large reserves in farmers' hands.

May, which only lost Mec. Receipts have 
picked up, amounting to 314,290 bu per week, 
against 222,655 bu the week before and 291. 300 
bu for same week last year, and the promise 
is said to be for a still further increase in the 
near future. Ihe country appears to be 
frightened to death at the immensity of 
the crop they raised this vear, and the 
are selling their old corn as rapidly as possi- 
bie, before the new crop overwhelms them. 
Corn is selling on the cob In many places in 
the interior of Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas at 
about 14 cents per bushel of seventy pounds, 
or at the rate of $4 perton.

* ments which have been secretly and most 
jealously preserved in our family, the Monte- 


treasure of the Emperor Montezuma. This 
immehse wealth was secreted by his nephew, 
Emperor Guabtimotzin, in 1620, to prevent it 
from again falling into the hands of Cortez 
and his followers, who had once before seized 
it, but who had lost it in the battle with the 
Aztecs on July 12, 1520, when the Spaniards 

were driven from the City of Mexico. 
I found that the principal heir to the great 
1 wealth was Nilario Camarobo y 
„a native of the Oity of Mexico, who

was born here in 184. Several years ago be 
studied dentistry, and now practices bis pro- 
fession bere, He resides with bis aged 
mother, two pretty sisters and one brother. 

Senor Camarcho received me very courte- 
ously and expressed his entire willingness to 
give me all information possible. In appear- 
ance he is of dark complexion and possesses 
she true Mexican cast of features. He is 
about 5 feet 6 inches iz height, very slightly 
built and wears Spectacies, which gives him a 
decidedly intellectual look. 

THE ANCIENT DOCUMENTS, — 

I began by asking bim to tell me about the 
facts which justified himself and others in in- 
stituting a search for it. 

He sald: My belief is based upon docnu-

This is a key or explanation to the former 
document, which was made by the Emperor 
Guauhbtimotgin, nevhew of Montezums, who 
suceceded to the throne when the latter was 
imprisoned oT Cortez, and who recovered the 
treasures which Cortez had previously taken 
Montezuma when the Aztees, 
command otf Guauhtimotsin, re- 
captured the of Mexico from 
Cortes on Jul 12, 1620 killing a 
great number of Spaniards. The treasures 
were taken to the palace of Montezuma at 
Coyoacan and buried deep in the earth. The 
pias which I have previously shown you was 

hen made by the Emperor Guauht!motzin 
and placed in concealment by him. No addi- 
tional explanation was prepared for fear that 
it might fall into the hands of the Spaniards 
und enable them to discover the treasure.

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that there is at least $80,000,000 in treasure 
hidden im the palace at Coywacan. There may 
be more, but at the lowest calcuiation there is 
the amount which I have mentioned. Those 
who may regard this estimate as exaggerated 
are of course entirely at liberty to do 80. I 
think that it will be generally conceded that 
we are in a better position to judge of the 
value of the treasure than outsiders who have 
no possible means of obtaining definite in 
formation upon tne subject.’’ 

W bas no search been made for this vast 
wealth in the past? . 

For several reasons. Until seventy-nine 
years ago Mexico was under Spanish rule. 


My ancestors plainly understood that tf an et- 
ort was made to unearth the treasure while 
the Spaniarde were in power, it would im- 
mediately be seized by them when found, 
even if my ancestors would nut have been 
imprisoned on bewinning explorations and 
tortured by the Spaniards out of revenge and 
to make them reveal the hiding-place. 
Since the isdependence of Mexico was 
achieved it has been likewise impracticuble to 
begin explorations because of the internal 
revolutions which continually upset the Re- 
public, causing frequent changes of govern: 
ment, making a search unwise and hazardous. 
Under President Diaz the administration of 
the country has entered upon an era of pro - 
found peace, thus making our search secure. 

‘*Still another reason which remained was 
that my cousin, Senor Carrasco, who, besides 
myself, was tbe “yf living person who pos- 
sessed knowledge of the deiinite location of 
the treasure, has been absent for several 
years following his profession of civil engt 
neer, and could not conveniently return unt! 
a short time ago. Neither eould we find a 
lawyer inwhom we bad full confidence to 
prepare a contract for the formation of a 


com pany. 
WANT OF FUNDS 
also prevented us from prosecuting the search 
eariler than would have been the case other- 
wise. But ou June Sof the present year a 
company was organized to undertake the 
search, those 1 M the company hav- 
ing first examined the documents and satisfied 
themselves as to their authenticity. Then the 
necessary amount of capital was put up. Ido 
not care to mention the sum. There are twen- 
ty-five shares in the company. 

How soon do you expect to find the treas- 
ure?’’ I asked. 

**Certainly within two months, ossibly 
sooner. The developments made up to the 
present time correspond in the smallest detall 
with the plans and explavations as made by 
the Emperor Guauhtimotzin and his son. 

„Our search for the treasure, by the way, 
has been officialiy sanctioned by the Mexican 
Government. The explorations are entirely 
under the charge of Senor Teofanes Oar- 
rasco.’ 

Senor Carmacho gave me the following brief 
history of the Emperors Montezuma and 
Gueuhtimotzin, and other persons, and their 
connection with the buried treasure: 

A WARLIKE MONARCH,

by the Aztecs, held sway in Mexico witha 
reign marked by peace.

November 8, Cortez made hid first entry 
into the City of Mexico, and was hand 
somely received by Montezuma in his father’s

December 7, 1520, Cortez repaid the friendii- 
ness of Montezuma by imprisoning bim ina 
fortress, Cacamatzin, King of Texcoco anda 
nephew of Montezuma, came to visit bis uncle 
at this time, and ascertaining what Cortez 
had done, resolved to attack him. Cortez 
heard of his intention and imprisoned Monte- 
Suma more closely and obliged him to 
force Cacamatzin to submit to him (Cortez). 

These excesses caused the people of Monte- 
zuma todeciare hostili to the Spaniards, 
which resuited inaterrible massacre of the 

eople by the Spaniard, Pedro de Alvaredo, 
n which the flower ofthe Aztec nobles were 
killed. In order to pacify the people, Cortez 
forced Cultlahua, a brother of Montezuma, to 
‘visit them, bearing the royal insignia of Mon- 
ezuma, and urge them to cehse fichting and 
return to peace. 

Cuitlahyua, bemg elected Emperor of Monte- 
zuma’s people, formed an alliance with 
Guauhtimotzin, a son of the Emperor Ahvit- 
zotl and a nephew of Montezuma, against the 
Spaniards and their allles. This event led to 
the great battle o July 12, 1520, and resulted 
in Cortes and bis men being driven from Mex- 
ico City. They attempted to escape by the 
Tialpap round, leading from the city to 
the mountains, but were pursued by 
the Aztecs and slaughtered in large num 
bers. It was on this niuht that Cortes is said 
to bave wept with grief at his defeat under 
atree known to this day as the ‘‘Arbre de 
Noche Triste, or the Tree of the Sorrowful 
Night. Immense quantities of gold dust, 
gold ornaments and vessels, as well as 
precious stones, which the 8 an lar 16 had 
taken from Montezuma’s royal treasury, as 
well as from his people themselves, were re- 
covered by the latter and taken to Coyoacan, 
where they were hidden where the excava- 
tions are now being made. 

Guaubtimotgin, who had married the Prin- 
cess Tenchipo, first daughter of Montezuma, 
was extremely jealous of bis religion and the 
independence of his country, and prepared to 
continue the war against the Spaniards to the 
bitter end. 

On August 13, 1521, however, Emperor 
Guauhbtimotzin, witb his family and many of 
his nobles, were taken prisoner by two of 
Cortez’ captains, Tetepancuetzaltin, King of 
Tacuba, was captured at about the same time. 
Cortez was determined to find out where the 
treasures of Montezuma, which had been re- 
captured fromthe Spaniards on the night of 
July 12, 1620, bad deen hidden. Montezuma 
and Tetepancuezaltzin refusing to disclose 
the spot, Cortes endeavored to extract the 
secret from them by torture, placing their 
feet in boiling vil. They refused to reveal 
the hiding-place, and Cortez was therefore 
unable to ascertain its location. 

HE BBQUEATHS THE SECRET. 

Guaubtimotzgin did net die until February 


126, 1525, being publicly executed by Cortes. 


The manner ju which he left the secret and in 
which it came into the possession of Mr. 
Camarcho, was explained to me by the latter 
gentleman as follows: 

Guaubtimotzin had a son who, on November 
13. 1522, at the age of 28 years, was baptized by 
the uame of De Diego de Mendoza de Austria 
Montezuma y Torres. To him ne left a plan 
containing signs and blerogivpbics indicating 
the exact location ofthe immense treasure in 
the lll at Coyoacan. Later the son, with 
the knowledge which he possessed of 
the hiding-place of the treasure, 
wrote out a wore complete descrip- 
tion of the spot where it was hidden 
and also of the chief articles which were 
buried. He died in 1604, leaving the precious

and Col. Beraza, I visited the entrance to the 
subterranean passage (R) at the south end of 
the palace. © excavation was partially ex- 
plored by Baron de Cussas’ party in 1880 in a 
search for the treasure which they believed to 
have been buried in the palace by Montezuma, 
but having no definite information aa to its lo- 
cation to work by, the explorations were 
abandoned after more than $20,000 had been 
sunk in the undertaking. When the present 
excavations were began Senor Oarrasco also 
explored the — and followed it to the 
point at which it emerges (K). 

The entrance into this mysterious tunnel, 
which is the larwest in the palace; is about 
seven feet in width and the same in height, 
tropical shrubs and other vegetation partially 
concealing it from view. Looking dewn into 
the passageway from outside its appearance 
is mysterious and foreboding, while eyesight 
eannot penctrate more than a few feet. 

To Senor Carrasco I expressed a desire to 
enter the passage and explore it to the point

IN THE SUBTERRANEAN VAULTS, 


Where the Treasure | Lies Beveath the Lava 
Beds at Coyoacan. 


Thirteen miles southwest fof the Oity of 
Mexico lies the ancient town of Coyoacan. At 
intervals of an hour and a half street cars, 
each carrying ap armed soldier to protect 
passengers from possible robbers, according 


to the usual custom of the country, leave the 
Plaza de Armas, or main pablic square 
of the capital, for Coyoucan. It is 
ulte 4 long but pleasant trip.

He consented to accompany me, and, takin 
a flash lamp, provided witha reflector to cas

ceeding about twenty-five feet the floor be- 
came level, while we reached a point where 
the two galleries diverged. Choosing the one 
on the right we went forward. The tunnel, 
which had been cut entirely through solid 
rock, hard as flint generally, grew graduaily 
smaller and quite crooked as we went on, 
Senor Carrasco explained that it was in these 
two tunnels thatthe Aztecs formerly buried 
their illustrious dead, removing the bodies 
later to other places, at the convenience of 
the surviving friends or relatives. 

As we proceeded we encountered water on 
the floor and sides of the tunnel, which had 
percolated through the fissures in the rocks. 
Senor Carrasco’s lamp refused to burn owin 
to the lack of fresh air, the passage way ha 
been growing narrower until for some time we 
had moved along on our hanas and knees,and 
the accumulaticn of water bad grown so great 
that further progress became impracticable 
without rubber boots. We therefore returned 
to the entrance. The passage on the left hand, 
which curves Dack in the shape of a fish-hook, 
we did not explore. The point at which it 
reappears at the earth’s surface has not been 
found by either Baron de Cussas or Senor 
Carrasco. No great effort has been made to 
discover it because of the fact thatit has no 
particular bearing on the discovery of the 
treasure. 

The south walls (P) of the palace are exceed- 
ingly well defined and in a remarkable state 
of preservation. Climbing up the hill we 
reacbed the second story of the palace, where 
the rooms J are situated. t believed 
that they were used as sleeplug apartments by 
Montezuma and his family, and that no treas- 
ure was bur ed there. 

WHERE THE TREASURE LIBS. 

It is in the adjoining room (1) oa the west 
where the treasure is buried, according to the 

lans left by the Emperor Guaubtimotzin, as 

elieved by Senors Carmacho and Carrasco. 

The two smaller roome (I) have been partially 
cleared out, But not to any at extent, 
although the ancient floor, lad in flat 
bricks, has heen exposed. The present 
point of attack is in the large room 
(T), although the work is being drifted 

ward the smaller rooms (1). Tt is in 
the most southern side of these smaller roams 
that the additional treasure, originally 
marked in the first plan left by the eror 
Guauhtimotzin, but since torn off, ts believed 
to be located.

The first excavation made by Senor Gar- 
rasco on bexinning work is indicated by the 
letter D, while 8 shows where Baron de 
Cusas first commenced work. The entrance 
into the ground leads no one knows where, 
and as it is not thought that it has any par- 
ticular reference to the location of the treas- 
ure no effort has been made to ascertain. 


is a large circular hole leading directly into 


the ground and connects with the principal 
subterranean passage (R). 

Ancient roads, one leading from Coyoacan 
direct to the palace and the other continuing 
over the hill tothe mountain range in the 


west, are indicated by E and F. The roads) 


are almost obliterated, but their outlines can 
be faintly distinguished. They were evidently 
bullt by the Aztecs long before the advent of 
Cortez into Mexico. 

INTERESTING RELICS. 

Up to the present time but few relics have 
been found, work not yet belug suflicientiy 
advanced to reach that portion of the palace 
where such articles may be looked for, oper- 
ations having been chiefly confined to a gen- 
eral clearing away of debris preparatory to 
more vigorous work. A ereat number of 
pieces of pottery have been discovered, how- 
ever, dating both before anid after the advent 
ofthe Spaniards in Mexico, some of 
Aztec manufacture, while other specimens 
were from plates and jugs brought over by the 
Span lards at the time of the arrival of Cortez. 

In the city of Mexico, generally, but little 
doubt isexpressed thatthe search will result 
in the discovery of an immense quantity of 
treasure. That the treasure sought for will 
be found, or at least a part of it, seems 
to be most probable. Fifteen men only are 
employed in making the excavations at pres- 
ent, and but siow progress can be made, 
although dynamite is used for blasting pur- 
poses, but in small quantities, owing to the 
undesirabijity of breaking up la masses of 
rock and earth atone time. Next week fifty 
more men are to be put to work, and it seems 

seible that a few weeks will bring to view 
the hidden treasures of past ages.

THE RACES OF MANKIND. 


There Are Seventy-Two of Them Existing 
Now—All Came From Asia. 


From the London Times. 

M. de Quatrefages, the leading French eth- 
nologist. in presenting the second part of his 
Introduction to the Study of the Human 
Races’’ to the Academy of Sciences, has given 
an interesting summary of his general con- 
clusions with regard to the origin and dis- 
tribution of mankind. 

Neglecting the minor differences he esti- 
mates that there are no fewer than seventy- 
two distinct races in the human species. All 


these descend or branch off from threafunda- 
mental types—the black, the yellow and the 
white—which had their origin ut the great 
central mass of Northern Asia, whichis thus 
the cradle of mankind. Representatives of 
these different types and the races which 
sprang from them are stillto be found there. 

The whites, according to M. de Quatrefages, 
appeur to have originated on the west of the 
central mass, the yellows on the north and the 
blacks on the south. The whites extended 
westward and northward, giving birth to 
three secondary ty ＋ the Finnish, tne Semit - 
ic, and the Aryan, if we except the ‘AHophyles, 
which form a separate group. Their 
area of distribution is continuous, as 
is that of the yellows, because 
of the extensive land surface of the 
Eurasian continent. The yellows spread east- 
wardand crossed into America. he whites 
aad yellows checked or blended with each 
other, producing many varieties of man. The 
blacks, or negro type, which originated on the 
south of the central mass, was forced by the 
attacks of the whites and yellows, to 
go south into Africa and east into 
the Indian Archipelago, or Melanesia. The 
proto-Semites arrested their distribution in 
the north of Africa, andthe mixture of the 
two races gave rise to the negroid popula- 
tions. Inthe centerand south of Africa the 
blacks continued in their ethnic purity until 
the infiltration of other races from kLurope 
and the north of Africa in modern times. 
Those which remained in their original home 
became blended with the whites and yellows, 
giving rise to the dravidian populations which 
pass by shades into the three fundamental 


types. 

As for the Allophyles, represented by the 
race of Cro-Magnon, they occupied parts of 
Europe and North Africa, from which they ex- 
tended to the Canaries. The three funda- 
mental types also found themselves in 
Oceania; the Allophylian whites occupy- 
ing Polynesia. the biacks Melanesia, the 
yellows Malasia. The latter were, 
according to M. de Quatrefages, the 
last to come into the maritime world. 

The peopling of America dates from the 
quaternary period, and is due to migrations of 
different types—Allophylic white and yellow, 
blending with the local quaternary races, 
which atso belonged to the yellow type. Eu- 
rove, since the tertiary ages, has received 
only Allopbylian whites, Finns and Aryans. 
The number of races now existing in a pure 
state is exceedingly restricted, if, indeed, 
there is a siugie one which can be accepted as 
such. Perhaps some littie press. protected 
by their isolation, such as the Mincopies, may 
show an identity of characters attesting their 
ethnic homogeneity.

BALLOT-BOX FRAUDS. 


RESUME OF THE-POLITICAL, SITUATION IN ; 


THE STATE OF ARKANSAS, 


* 


Alleged Corruption in Both of the Great 
Parties—Balot Box-Stuffing Has Become 
n Living Issue and Reform or Defeat 
Must Follow—A Republican Surprise 
Arkansas Politics. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaton. 
ITT L E ROCK, “Ark. 


Oct, 5.—The political. 


situation in Arkansas 
has assumed aserenity 
of expression that 
would easily deceive 
the uninitiated. A year 
has elapsed since the 
last gcneral eiection 
' to which additional 
zest us u“iven by the contest for the chief 
executive, and it will be fully seven or eight 
months before the State again commences to 
get warm Over political mutters. In common 
parlance it is an off year so far as the se- 
lection of public officers is concerned. Yet 
despite all this apparent peace, silent forces 
are in operation, the results of which will not 
become apparent till the clash comes next fall. 
Arne leaders of all parties are beginning to 
comprehend that the leading political prob- 
lem in Arkansas this moment is the questions 
of frauds against the ballot box. It is not de- 
nied that such crimes have bean committed 
and frequentiy condoned in tho past, but it 
has not been an easy matter to find the person 
or persons to whom the blame could be at- 
tached. Fair minded men admit that the 
vicious element in both the leading parties is 
to blame for a the trouble, In nearly every 
case brought before the United States Court 
last spring where it was claimed that clective 
officers had been interfered with in the 
performance of their duties, or where it was 
said that voters had either been intimidated 
or abused because they would not/vote a cer- 
tain way, the facts were broughtout with 
startling clearness. The persons intimidated 
were all colored, with a pussible exception, 
and tbe persons who abused them were white 
men, under the influence of liquor at the 
time. In thisinstance may be cited the case 
of young Dansiey, who was fined $500 and 
costs by Judge Brewer for abusing and inter- 
fering with acolored election officer. It was 
nothing wore thanadrunken spree, yet a se- 
vere penalty was imposed. Old man Darden, 
whose case has been on a constant 
review in the State papers, was 
also badly intoxicated when he drove a 
negro away fromthe polis with a revolver. 
Summing the whole matterup in a nutshell, 
the whole cause of the ballot-box troubles in 
Arkansas seems to be due to 
WHISKY AND THE NEGRO. 

Tracing the matter down tothe present, it 
has become an issue of vital importance. 
Heretofore ballot-box stuffing has not created 
so much ofa stir politically because no very 
aggressive effort has been made to seek out 
the perpetrators and bring them to 
justice. During the past year, how- 
ever, the numerous contests {caused by 
the excessive frauds of last fall 
have brought the matter out in sucha way 
that it cannot be denied. The Democrats, 
however, are unrelenting in their assertions 
that the crimes belong atthe doors oftheirjRe- 
publican friends. As a refutation of the charge 
the latter emphatically assert that the Demo- 
cratic party alone isto blame. While the Re- 
publicans admitthat itis barely possible that 
some of its members may have indiscreetly 
robbed a ballot box or intimidated a voter or 
two, the majority of the Democrats loudly 
maintain that they as a party are innocent of 
such wickedness. Nevertheless it is 
50 matter of record that the men 
tried upon such charges were neariy all Dem 
ocrats. 

People living outside of the State cannot 
comprehend the formidable dimensions which 
this ballot-box question has assumed in Ar- 
kansas. Among the counties in which frauds 
are alleged to have been. committed are Little 
River, Union, Woodruff, Crittenden, St. Fran 
cis, Jefferson, Pulaski and Arkansas. In a 
number of these contests were commenced, 
but outof the entire number only one has been 
heard from where the fusion candidates were 
given their seats. In Arkansas County Judge 
J. M. Elliott, a Democrat, decided that the 
Union Labor candidates were entitled to the ot - 
fices and the Democrats were forth with turned 
out. In that county the whole trouble was 
caused bythe theft of the votes of a single 
precinct. This is the first case on record in 
this State where a Democratic Judge has 
awarded the victory to Republican or Union 
Labor candidates. Ir Pulaski County a still 
more remarkable decision was rendered by 
Judge Martin. After a long and expensive 
trial he decided that the Democratic candli- 
dates were entitled to the offices. Only six or 
seven missing poli-books and several ballot- 
boxes cansed the difficulty here. Judge Mar- 
tin, a Democrat, is presented in a most un- 
favorable light w hen it is remembered thet 
the State Legislature took precisely an 
opposite stand on this same question. There 
was asevere contest between the Democratic 
and the Union Labor-Republican candidates 
for Representatives from this county. The 
Democruts were forced to resign and the op- 

osition candidates given their seats, although 
ust about the time the former gracefully re- 
tired, the House declared that the other can- 
didates had been rightfully elected. 

THE CLIMAX HAS BEEN REACHED. 

This matter bas reached a stage where 
something must be done. It has causeda 
severe rupture in the Democratic party, 
which threatens the demolition of that organ- 
ization unless different tactics are adopted. 
One class of Democrats, the old prejudiced 
mossbacks, as they are sometimes termed, 
stubbornly ‘refuse to admit fora moment that 
Democrats are guilty of political corruption. 

The other wing, composed of the younger 
and more progressive members of the party, 
plead guilty to past wickedness and promise 
toreform. They realize that there is a dark 
stain on the party’s name, and are doing all 
within their power to blot it out. Prominent 
Democrats realize thatif the party lives past 
the coming State election it must come out in 
opon convention and unequivocally condemn 
ballot- Dbox fraud, no matter by whom com- 
mitted. 

A REPUBLICAN SURPRISE. 

Considerable of a commotion has been cre- 
ated among the Republican politicians of the 
Stute by the sudden resignation of Judge E. 
C. Mitchel of Texarkana from the Executive 
Committee of the Republican State Central 
Committee. In several published letters 
Judge Mitchel claims that he resicaed because 
he was weary of the dictations of the ring, 
which he claims has control of the Republican 
patty. The gentleman under consideration 
was the Republican candidate for Supreme 
Judge when the additional justices were 
chosen last spring. He received the full sup- 
port of his party, which was strong enough to 
attract considerable attention. Republican 
leaders smile complacently when approached 
228 — the action of Judge Mitchel in re- 

signing. Some seem to regard itasa case of 
disappointed ambition, or something equally 
as unpleasant. Whether the accusations of 
Mr. Mitchel against the party are true or not 
there are a number of facts in connection 
with the actions of the executive committee 
which might prove of interest. The direct 
charge was that the members of the committee 
secured good offices for themselves and let the 
remainder of the valiant soldiers either go 
begging or subsist on the scanty crumbs 
thrown out in the shape of fourth-ciass post- 
offices, etc. This may not be altogether true, 
but it is a fact that Mr. Henry M. Cooper 4 
recently appointed Coilector of Internal 
enue for the District of Arkansas, is —— 
of the Executive Committee. In addition, 
Mr. R. A. Edgerton, also a member of the 
committee and a brother-in-law of Mr. 
Cooper, secured the post-office at Little Rock, 
which is regarded as the next best Federal of- 
fice in the State. Following this comes the 
case of Mr. M. W. Gibb, a colored lawyer of 
this city, who was recommended for appoint- 
mé@nt as Register of the United States Land 
Office at this place, He also is a member of 
the committee. Another prominent member 
is Mr. Stephen Wheeler, cierk of * United 
States Court at Fort Smith. Logan H. Roots 
the well-known banker, stands high in the 
councils of the committee under considera- 
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too was unsuccessful. He worked earnestly 
to secure that highly honorable position, but 
like Mr. Roots he got left. While sneaking of 
Clayton it can be truthfully mentioned that he 
is not so popular politically as formerly with 
a certain class of Republicans. erson- 
ally he is well liked, but when it: comes to a 
fight where votes are essential to success a 
great many do not want him inthe lead, sim- 
ply because the mention of his name always 
stirs up bitter feelings. He is hampered by 
having been the military Governor of Arkan- 
sas during the reconstruction period, because 
whenever his name is brought up a pitiful 
howl comes from various quarters about 
Clayton and his militia’’ and the awful dep- 
redations committed by him. In connection 
with Clayton, it ein be truthfully stated 
that in its present condition the Republican 
party cannot hope to attain supremacy in 
Arkansas so long as it is dominated by the ring 
of politicians who now control its machinery. 
After all itis agreed that Judge Mitchell was 
eminently correct in denouncing the doub- 
lings ofthe Executive Committee, out some 
thought he was indiscreet in making so much 
fuss about the the matter. Besides the rings 
a Kang of political barnacles have become 
fastened to the party, and untibthey have been 
scraped loose the party will work at a 
tremendous disadvantage. There is a ring 
among the Democrats as well, bat they hap- 
pen to have the supremacy. 

All the parties are comparatively quiet now. 
They are gathering strength for the struggle 
next fail, when the question of ballot-box re- 
form will come tothe frontas it has never 
before. This is the rock upon which the Dem- 
ocratic party willsplit and goto ruin, unless 
a different stand is taken soon.

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THE WORLD'S CHAMPION. 
HENRY E. SEARLE, THE GREATEST. SINGLE 
SCULLER, WRITES HIS HISTORY. 


‘He Tells How He Won the Championship 
of the World—Where He Was Born— 
His First Race—The Contests He Has 
Taken Part In—His Last Great Kace 


[Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DisPatcn. ] 

HE public, through 

the press and in 

other ways, have 

taken so much in- 

terest in me since I 

attained the position 

ofchampion sculler 

of the world, and 

have been so hospit - 

able and kind, that 

I venture to give the 

following account of 

myself, with a view 

to satisfy all legit- 

imate curiosity they 

may have in regard 

to myself and my 

doings. A further 

reason that urges 

me to this course is 

that it will, once for 

all, relieve me from 

the necessity of answering newdiess ques- 

tions; which, however pleasurable they may 

be to each fresh questioner, become some- 
what tedious to the replier. 

My fuJl name, then, is Henry Ernest Searle. 
I was born on the léth ot July, 1866, in 
Queen’s street, at Grafton, on the Clarence 
River, in New South Wales, and am now 23 
years of age. Both my parents are of English 
birth, and they went out to Australia to setzle 
just as Grafton was being settied. It was very 
small and very wild whew my father first took 
up his abode there; sugar cane and maize 
growing, cattle raising, and mining being 
the chief industries which attracted colonists. 
In a few years it became an important cen- 
ter, and is nowalarge and flourishing city. 
It has a noble situation on the Clarence River, 
which is here about half a mile wide; the site 
of the town being about forty-five miles from 
the Heads, as we call the mouth of that river. 
The Clarence isa fine, broad river, to which 
the Thames in comparison is buta creek. Its 
rise and fall does not average more than six 
feet, except in heavy rains; it has long 
stretches of from five to six miles straight as a 
race-course, so thatis admirably suited as a 
a nureery for oarsmen, andit is no wonder 
that it bas turned out so many and good ones. 
Butin my young days there was very little 
shipping on it. 

After living seven years at Grafton, and 
while I was still a mere child, my father 
shifted to Esk Island, which he bought, and 
there he set up farming maize, cane, eto. Esk 
Island is about forty miles from Grafton, and 
so much nearer tne Heads. 

THERE I GREW UP, 
at first attending school, and then assisting 
my father in his farming 
operations. When at 
school we had to row 
three and a half miles 
either way, for in those 
days roads were few and 
far between, and water ' 
traveling was the usual 2 
mode of progression. In 
fact, life at Esk Island‘ 
was not unlike what life 
must bein Venice. It is Wiliam O Connor. 
not, therefore, surprising that from an early 
age I took kindly to the sculis. Our boat con- 
tained my sisters and my younger brother. 
We used often to race other boats bound on 
the same errand, and I may add that the 
Searle boat generally showed the way. I al- 
ways hadagreat ambition for rowing, and 
used often to say that I wished I could become 
asculler. In all my boyish attempts I put in 
all I knew of hard work, and, as I have said, 
very successfully, so that I soon got known 
as a smart lad. 

When I was 17, my father bought me a 
racing skifly and in that I practiced for a 


twelve-month. Next year, at the age of 18, 
there was a local reyatta at Chatsworth Island 
for allcomers in waterman’s skiffs, for which 
Ientered aud scored my first win in my first 
public race. This was a happy augury of 
future success. I need scarely say that Trick- 
ett’. reputation had reached me as a boy 
when I was at school or working with my 
father, and his many victories bad fired my 
ambition. Trickett was often the subject of 
our conversations, and when we had any 
great match on I used often to say to my 
father: ‘‘I wonder who will win to-day’s 
race,’’ and generally I managed to pick the 
winner. . 

After winning a few races I often told m 
parents, in my a enthusiasin, that 
would yet be the champion sculler of the 
world. 

My next race was at ardwood Island, in 
waterman’s skiffs, double sculls. My partner 
was F. Fisher. Three pairs started, and we 
rowed second, but the first boat being dis- 
qualified we got the prize. The same day ina 
youth’s race, age 19, I scored another win; 
anda few months later, at the same place, 
against all comers, in light skiffs over a three 
and a quarter mile course, level start,

and M. Driscoli, who were both reckoned very 

ood men. On the same day I suffered defeat 

n a mile race, M. Wallace kindly showing me 
the way home. Ihave on more than one oc- 
casion returned Aim the compliment since. 
G. Baker was third on this occasion, My next 
race was again at Chatsworth Island in light 
skiffs, level start, and again I got the victory, 
beating A. Baker, M. Wallace, G. Bush and 
L. Pringle. After this race I got handi- 
capped. For instance, at the regatta at Yamba 
I had ten pounds handicap, against A. Baker 
and M. Wallace, who were at feather- weight. 
Owing to rough weather my boat was nearly 
swamped, but though it was half full of water 
I managed tocome in second, Baker being 
first. All this time Iwas doing my regular 
work at the farm, seeing to things and gen- 
erally assisting my father, but I would take 
half an hour in the morning or in the evening 
for practice. 5 next race, if I remember 
rightly, was at Palmer’s Island. I then had 
sixteen pounds handicap; A. Baker, sixteen 

ounds; Wallace, ten pounds, and G. 

aker, tcatherweight. I won, Wallace be- 
in second. rowed again at Palmer’s 
Island with twenty-eight pounds handicap, A. 
Baker 8 pounds, Wallace 7 pounds and 
Reid feather. Aftera good race, I leading 
about a mile, my weight began to tell, and 
Baker passed me though I managed to follow 
him home a good second. Then I rowed a 
match with M. Wallace, at Chateworth over a 
two and a half mile course and won easily. A 
fortnight later I rowed a match with 8. Davis, 
also over a two and a half mile course.It was a 
clinking race for the first half-mile, Dut I beat 
him 6 * at the finish.

A TRIP TO SYDNEY, 
380 miles from the Clarence River, with letters 
of introduction to various gentlemen who 
were known to take a great interest in Austra- 
lian sculling. I there for the first time met 
my friend Mr. Neil Matterson. Itold himI 
had come down to seeif I could doa little 
rowing, and, with his usual kindness, he said 
he would see if he could get a match on for 
me. This resulted in my rowing against Wulf

for £100 a side over the championship course 
on the Paramatta River. I won easily. 
A fortnight later I met on the same 
course im Stanebury for £100 a side. 
This+was the hardest race I ever rowed in 
my life. After the severest struggle I just 
managed to get in first, beating ali records, 
for I did the 3 miles 330 yards in 19 minutes, 53 
seconds. This wasgthe fastest race over 
rowed on the Paramatta’River. I had had 
quite enough of it, and was heartily giad 
when I got past the post. Fora mile anda 
half we were dead level, and straining every 
muscle to Bet au inch on one another. Stans- 
bury is only 22, a year younger than I am, and 
sales 12 stone 2 pound, when in condition; so 
that it may be imagined he isno chicken to 
row against. 

In the September of thesame year I rowed 
over the same course against O. Neilson for 
£200 a side and won rather easily. A fortnight 
later lrowed W. Hughes at Newcastie, Hunter 
River, for £100 a side,and allowing him ten 
seconds’ start. The day was very rough and 
when we had gone about half a mile my boat 
sprung a leak and began to fill rapidiy,so that 
I had to make the best use of my time to get 
to the post. I need scarcely say that I did so, 
but just before getting home the plus few 
out of my boat, and I was compelled to take 
off my cap to stuff up the hole with. I got 
home twelve lengths to the good, but only 
just in time, for alithat, forjust as the post 
was passed my boat went down below the 
water-line, and I alone remained visible... I 
was now matched ~ a a Peter Kemp, the 
champion sculigr of the world, over. the 
championship course on the Paramatta River. 
We rowed October 28, 1888, and a great day 
that was for me, for, after a pretty good race 
lor a mile Iwent ahead, and when the post 
was passed I was left in the 


PROUD POSITION OF CHAMPION, 
and the dreams of my early boyhood had come 
true. 

Of course Ido not pretend to give all the 
races I have rowed—to do sol should require 
to refer to papers for dates and particulars, 
but I have jotted down such as are most likely 
to interest the public. 

In December I rowed at a great regatta at 
Brisbane for purses of £500, £200 and £100. 
Among the competitors were Kemp, Beach, 
Nelison, Stansbury, Neil Matterson, McLear 
and others. After three or four days’ racing 
Matterson, Kemp and myself were left in for 
the final, and we finished in reverse order, I 
first, then Kemp, and Matterson third. The 
Americans now talk a lot of sending some one 
over to beat me, and a match was 
made between Teemer and myself. 
But it came to nothing, as Teemer did 
not row, and paid forteit the £100 deposit. 
Seeing there was now no 8 of get - 
ting on a match at home thought I would 
come to England, and so accepted the chal- 
lenge of O'Connor, the Canadian champion, 
to row ou the Thames. I came over accom- 
panied by my friends, Messrs. Crane, Carter 
and Matterson. Mr. Crane acted for my chief 
supporters, Messrs, T. and J. Spencer, who 
were prevented by business reasons from com- 
ing over with me. Nosculler has had warm- 
er, stancher and truer friends than I have 
had; no expense and trouble has ever been 
oa by them to get me fit and into winning 

orm, 

FOR MY RACE WITH O’CONNOR’ 

I was trained by Neil Matterson, Mr. Crane 
also superintending the preparations. I don’t 
think they found me very troublesome, for I 
always make a point when I have a race to go 
in for it — In short I like to attend 
to my work. y training system is as fol- 
lows: Rise about 6 or 6:30 and strike dumb- 
bells for about ten minutes, then for a two- 
mile run on an egg and sherry and a biscuit; 
breakfast at 8, that meal consisting of a steak 
or chop, eggs, toast and tea. After breakfast, 
as after every meal, I take a rest; then I goa 
six-mile walk, and at 11 start for a 
five or six-mile row. Dinner at 
p.m. At that meall take roast meat, fowl, 
plenty of cabbage or caulifiower, but no pota- 
toes; custards and jelly, but no pastry, and 
plenty offruit. After about an hour’s rest I 
take afour-mile walk, and a three or four- 
mile row according to my average weight; if 
Iam a bit too heavy Itake a little oxtra work, 
if in good wejght I take things more leisurely. 
Ihave tea at6o’clock and take a steak of 
stewed fowl, grilled pigeon, or boiled turkey; 
then another six or seven miles on foot, 
have a few minutes more with the 
dumb- bells and then bed at 
10 p. m. Three days before the race 
I knock off all luxuries in the way of custards 
fruits, etc. like my food well done, anc 
cannoteat anything that is underdone, 80 
that the raw steak training has no attraction 
for me. and, in fact, I consider it an altogether 
superfiuous article. On the morning or after- 
noon Ofaracelhavea chicken, some toast 
and just engage tea to quench my thirst, about 
four hours before the start, and nothing else 
until it is over. 

In my race with O’Connor I had nothing to 
eat or drink for a good four hours before, only 
just as I got into my boat I rinsed out my 
mouth with a little water. I looked upén
